3(a). Claim 45 (from which all other claims depend) has been amended to recite an antibody 
having "Factor X binding inhibitory activity to" human TF in place of "neutralizing activity to" 
human TF. The "Factor X binding inhibitory activity" limitation is new to the claims and thus 
requires new search and consideration of the relevant art and specification, for example, to 
determine whether the claims comprise New Matter. Furthermore, claim 51 has been amended 
to recite, in the final two lines, "wherein the constant region is a constant region of human IgG.", 
a limitation not previously found in the claims and thus requiring new search and consideration. 
Finally, it is noted that "the constant region" from the above amendment lacks antecedent basis 
in the claims,
